Hundreds of Jews (the Slovak officials alleged it to be 7,000) fled across 
the frontier to Hungary to escape deportation, They were rounded up there 
and either interned or sent back to the frontier. Sometimes the Slovak authori- 
nes took them back and after a sbort period of internment transported them 
to Poland. " Sometimes these authorities refused to readmit the fugitives on the 
grounds that by leaving Slovakia these Jews bad lost their citizenship, and they

| Ci the deportations went on, leaving, at the end of August, 1942, 
some 20,000 Jews in Slovakia, most of them in ghettos, the Nazis were 
still Bot satisfied. At the end of November, 1942, a special committee was set 
up to consider the final expulsion of the remainder of the Jews. By then, out 
of the 95,000 Jews, 76,000 had already been deported} 

Of the 163,346 catastral yokes (about 230,000 acres) of arable land which 
had been in Jewish possession and confiscated, 57,640 yokes were—according 
to a statement by the President of the Slovak State Land Office (quoted by 
the Frank{wrier Zeitung on January 29, 1943)—transferred to “Aryan” hands 
by sale and about 40,000 yokes leased out to Christian tenants up to the end 
of 1942. So far the rest is in the possession of the State. “> 

Out of 12,000 Jewish enterprises 10,125 have been liquidated and the rest 
given to non-Jews. All Jewish house property, representing a value of more 
than 1,200 million crowns (about £8,500,000) has remained in State owner. 
ship. The Minister of Finance has been authorized to sell this property to 
provide means to repay the 700 million crowns (£5,000,000) claimed by 
Germany as the cost of deporting the Slovak Jews and providing settlements 
in Eastern Poland for them. The total Jewish property in Slovakia confiscated 
by the State, after the deduction of 1,000 million crowns indebtedness, has been 
officially estimated at 3,000 million crowns (£21,143,000). 
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
